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A cost saving 
measure during 
tough times 


As our wallets continue to shrink with gas prices hovering over $4 
a gallon and food prices soaring out of control, people are in constant 
search of any cost saving method. With consumers forced to change 
how they drive, shop and pay bills month to month, saving your dol- 
lars right now is becoming a huge challenge. 

So with that in mind, one article from the Home Planning News ex- 
plains how we might be literally pouring money down the drain in 
our homes.

Hot water recirculating systems can be added to outlets throughout 
your home from kitchen and bath sinks, bathtubs and showers, and 
dishwashers. Larger homes may require separate loops if they have 
widely separated fixtures. : 

The recirculating system pump speeds up hot water from the heater 
to the fixtures and a plumbing return line is added near the end of the 
branch to allow water in the lines to flow back to the storage tank for 
reheating. 

A recent study by the Oak Ridge National Laboratory found that 
ten to fifteen gallons of water is wasted each day by people waiting 
for hot water in an average single-family home. Gary Klein of the 
California Energy Commission estimates than more than $11 billion 
in energy dollars is wasted each year when combined with residential 
water heating and wastewater treatment costs. 

Now that’s money down the drain. 

Tim Carter of AskTheBuilder.com says anyone with basic home- 
improvement skills can install a hot-water recirculating system in just 
a couple of hours. However, if you lack handy-man acumen, a 
plumber can install the system for around $500 which includes the 
cost of insulating the loop piping. 

Who knew how much money we were wasting on water alone just 
waiting for a hot shower? This is only one example of how we as con- 
sumers can find alternate ways to put a buck in our wallet during 
these financially tough times. Perhaps this one cost saving method 
can put an extra gallon of gas in your car this month, or buy a little 
something extra for dinner. Either way, look for more cost saving 
ideas for your home and we’ll keep updating you with what we find.

Elsenheimer, Allen successfully 
place road project in budget — 


State budget work 
is getting under way 
and Rep. Kevin El- 
senheimer and Sen. 
Jason Allen are wast- 
ing no time making 
sure the Boyne City to 
Charlevoix Road gets 
the attention it de- 
serves. 


After an Elsen- 
heimer amendment 
placing the road 


project in the budget 
was defeated by the 
House Democrat ma- 
jority, Sen. Allen 
came to the rescue 
and inserted language 
requiring the Depart- 
ment of Transporta- 
tion to assume juris- 
diction over mainte- 
nance and repairs for 
the Boyne City to 
Charlevoix Road. 

“I was able to con- 
vince my colleagues 
in the Senate that this 
road was a priority for 
northern Michigan,” 
stated Allen. “I am 
pleased the Senate 
honored the desires 
and interests of Char- 


levoix County res- 
idents.” 
Earlier this year, 


Elsenheimer held a 
public hearing and 
took public comments 
about the condition of 
this road. 

“I am pleased the 
Senate has adopted 
the necessary lan- 
guage in this budget 
bill that honors the 


local sentiments 
which I‘heard at the 
public hearing,” 


stated Elsenheimer. 
“It’s time for the 
House to follow suit.” 

Although Elsen- 
heimer voted today to 
support the Senate 
passed version of the 
bill, the measure was 
once again defeated 
by the House and re- 
ferred to a conference 
committee for further 
consideration over 
specific points of dif- 


ference between the 
House and Senate 
versions, including 
the Boyne City to 
Charlevoix Road in 
section 395 of the bill 
(House Bill 5808). 

The conference 
committee will be 
chaired by a House 
Democrat since the 
budget bill originated 
in the House 
chamber. Considering 
the House defeated 
the. original Elsen- 
heimer amendment 
the likelihood of the 
Senate language re- 
maining in the final 
conference report is 
uncertain. 

A few years ago El- 
senheimer was suc- 
cessful in attaining 
language in the trans- 
portation budget for 
the Gaylord overpass 
project. 

“Even though the 
project was vetoed by 
the governor on two 
occasions, it was ulti- 


mately approved,” 
says Elsenheimer. 
“Persistence pays off. 
If at first you don,t 
succeed, try and try 
again. While I am un- 
certain as to whether 
the language for the 
Boyne City to Charle- 
voix Road will remain 
in the final confer- 
ence report, the ac- 
tions taken today are 
the first of many mon- 
umental steps that 
will heighten the ad- 
ministration’s atten- 
tion to the wants and 
desires of northern 
Michigan.” 

The conference 
committee is expect- 
ed to begin its delib- 
erations in the next 
few weeks. Elsen- 
heimer and Allen are 
encouraging local res- 
idents to voice sup- 
port to the governor 
and conference com- 
mittee members that 
will be named soon.

Rest assured, free 
puppies and kittens 
are often the very vic- 
tims that fighters of 
dogs look to use as 
bait. Those cute, pup:, 
pies and kittens. that 
your pets givé birth 
to, for whatever rea- 
son you have allowed, 
may very well suffer 
the same fate as Hope. 

So please, save 
some lives, respect 
some lives, spay and 
neuter your pets. If an 
unfortunate un- 
planned __ breeding 
does take place please 
be responsible for the 
careful placement, of 
the offspring. Screen 
your prospective new 
owners carefully and 
however you plan to 
place them, do not 
give your pups and 
kittens to people you 
don’t know. These 
people could very 
well turn out to be 
simply looking for 
“bait.”

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Alano Club receives $5,000 
community foundation grant 


The Boyne Area 
Alano Club has re- 
ceived a $5,000 grant 
from the Charlevoix 
County Community 
Foundation to assist 
with the purchase of 
Unity Hall, a meeting 
place for 12-step re- 
covery programs in 
Boyne City and sur- 
rounding areas.

step groups and when 
the opportunity arose 
to purchase the aban- 
doned church, a group 
of volunteers seized 
the moment and made 
it happen,” said Alano 
Board president Rich- 
ard Fish. The board 
was organized last 
summer to purchase 
and manage the hall. 
Unity Hall was sold 
to Boyne Area Alano 
Club for $65,000. 
With the grant from 
the community foun- 
dation, approximately 
$35,000 has been 


raised through fund-- 


raisers and donations 
from individuals and 
businesses. 

“Locally,  12-step 
programs have met 
for years in various 


places and many 
people have  ben- 
efitted,” said Jerry 
Matelski, Unity 
Hall’s volunteer 
-building manager. 
“Meeting space was 
obtained = wherever 
possible and had to be 
changed time and 


again. This resulted in

Full moon names 
date back to Native 
Americans, of what 


is now the northern. 
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Moonlight 
canoe trips 


and eastern United 
States. The tribes 
kept track of the sea- 
sons by giving dis- 
tinctive 
each recurring full 
moon. Their names 
were applied to the 
entire month in 
which each occurred. 
There was some var- 
iation in the moon 
names, but in gener- 
al, the same ones 
were current 
throughout the Al- 
gonquin tribes from 
New England to 
Lake Superior. Euro- 
pean settlers fol- 
lowed that custom 
and created some of 
their own names. 
Since the lunar 
month is only 29 
days long on the 
average, the full 
moon dates _— shift 
from year to year. . 
Wednesday, June 
18, Full Strawberry 
Moon. This name 
was universal to 
every Algonquin 
tribe because the 
relatively short sea- 
son for harvesting 
strawberries comes 
each year during the 
month of June. 
However, in Europe 
they called it the 


names to 


Rose Moon. 

Friday, June 20, 
Summer Solstice 

‘Friday, July 18, 
Full Buck Moon. 
July is normally the 
month when the new 
antlers of buck deer 
push out of their 
foreheads in coatings 
of velvety fur. It was 
also often called the 
Full Thunder Moon, 
for the reason that 
thunderstorms are 
most frequent during 
this time. Another 
name for this 


month’s full moon _ 


was the Full Hay 
Moon. 

Saturday, Aug. 16, 
Full Sturgeon Moon. 
The fishing tribes are 
given credit for the 
naming of this moon, 
since sturgeon, a 
large fish of the 
Great Lakes and 
other major bodies of 
water, were most 
readily caught dur- 
ing this month. A 
few tribes knew it as 
the Full Red Moon 
because, as the moon 
rises, it appears red- 
dish through any sul- 
try haze. It was also 
called the Green 
Corn Moon or Grain 
Moon.

Governor Jennifer 
Granholm has declared 
June 22 through .28 as 
“Lightning Safety 


Awareness Week” in’ 


Michigan. 

While lightning can be 
fascinating to watch, it is 
also extremely danger- 
ous. During the past 30 
years, lightning killed an 
average of 62 people per 
year in the United States 
based on documented 
cases. This is more than 


the average of 54 deaths - 


per year caused by torna- 
does and the average of 
49 deaths per year caused 
by hurricanes. However, 
because lightning usually 
claims only one or two 
victims at a time, and be- 
cause lightning does not 
cause the mass destruc- 
tion left in the wake of 
tornadoes or hurricanes, 
lightning generally re- 
ceives much less atten- 
tion than the more de- 
structive weather-related 
killers. While document- 
ed lightning injuries in 
the United States average 
about 300 per year, un- 
documented injuries 
caused by lightning are 
likely much higher. 
Between 1959 and

2007, the state of Michi- 
gan ranks 13th among all 
states in the number of 
lightning deaths, with 
104 people known to be 
killed by lightning. Dur- 
ing that same time peri- 
od, Michigan ranks sec- 
ond only behind Florida 
in lightning injuries, with 
730 people known to 
have been injured by a 
lightning strike in the 
State. 

Lightning had a devas- 
tating toll in Michigan 
last year. One person un- 
fortunately was killed by 
lightning in 2007, and an 
additional three people 
suffered injuries. Dam- 
ages from lightning to- 


-taled nearly one million 


dollars. Three people 
were killed by lightning 
in Michigan in 2006. 


During a_ thunder- . 


storm, each flash of 
cloud-to-ground _ light- 
ning is a potential killer. 
It's only a question of 
whether a person is in the 
path of the lightning dis- 
charge. Lightning deaths 
can be prevented only if 
people are aware of the 
dangers and seek shelter 
in a building or car. 
Lightning can strike as

much as 10 miles away 
from the rain area in a 
thunderstorm, which is 
about the distance that 
you are able to hear the 
thunder from the storm. 
That is why we stress: if 
you can hear the thunder 
from a storm, you are 
close enough to be struck 
by lightning. “If thunder 
roars, Tun indoors.” 
Where organized 
sports activities are tak- 
ing place, coaches, um- 
pires, referees, or camp 
counselors must protect 
the safety of the partic- 
ipants and viewers by 
stopping the activities 
sooner, so that the partic- 
ipants and spectators can 
get to a safe place before 
the lightning threat be-

Anglers are tar- 
geting walleye in the north 
section of the lake but so far 
no fish were caught. Bass 
fishing was slow. 

Skegemog Lake - The sur- 
face water is 65 degrees. Look 
for smallmouth bass in the 
southern end of the lake, near 
the marsh, the Torch River 
and the access site. On the 
north end of the lake, check 
out the Narrows while using 
tube baits, crank baits, 
spinners, and crawlers in 3 to 


15 feet of water. Walleye fish- 
ing was slow, but those target- 
ing bass and muskie have 
caught a few. Pike have been 
caught between the Torch 
River and the marsh. 

Big Glen Lake - The warm 
weather has turned out some 
really nice catches. Small- 
mouth bass are hitting bright 
spinners along the shoals. 
Some northern pike have been 
caught. Rainbow trout are 
moving into shallow waters to 
feed. Try casting silver rapal- 
as. 

Crystal. Lake - Anglers are 


‘catching perch on wigglers or 


minnows. Look for small- 
mouth bass in the weedbeds 
off Beulah.

The 
galleries could seat about 1,006 peo- 
ple, with room for another 2,000 
“groundings,” who could stand on the 
ground around the stage.

It is an extension 
of that “love” they feel. 
Some, whom are de- 
nied, then ask what 


they should do with the 
pet. The answers vary 
from seeking behav- 
ioral counsel, veterina- 
ry consultation and, if 
all those have been 
tried you may even 
hear “perhaps you 
need to consider eutha- 
nasia.’ 

This elicits a wide 
variety of reactions but 
the sad fact is that the 
animal will not stand 
much of a chance for a 
better result in the 
shelter.
